Is Topic of Symposium Appear on
Discussions of problems at­ 

tending medical science's ef- 
  fort to successfully perform 

lung transplants will highlight 
the sixth annual symposium of 
the Southern California Chap­ 
ter of the American Associ­ 
ation for Inhalation Therapy.

The symposium will be con- 
duceed Saturday and Sunday at 
the Miramar Hotel in Santa 
Monica. Registration will be 
held between g am. and noon 
each day.

Erie W. Fonkaisrud. M D 
associate professor of surgery 
and chief of pedlatnc surgery 
at UCLA, will discuss lung 
transplant at 1:30 pm. Sunday. 

     
DR. FONKALSRUD with Dr 

Gary Stevens. UCI.A Medical 
school surgeon, has been re­ 
searching the possibility of 
lung transplantation at I'CLA 
utilizing a number of animals 
Including monkeys and ba­ 
boons. They recently reported 
that they may have breached 
one of the major barriers to 
successful lung transplanta­ 
tion organ preservation.

The breakthrough may be a 
new technique for preserving 
cadaver lungs making them 
more suitable for transplant 
procedures. The technique is to 
ventilate the lungs to be trans­ 
planted with a mixture of oxy­ 
gen, carbon dioxide and room 
air while without a supply nf 
blood.

The surgeons report that one 
animal has done well lor more

than a year and several have 
encountered no major prob­ 
lems In the more than four 
months since their transplants.

DISEASE related to lung 
transplant problems will be 
discussed hy Karlman Wasser- 
man, M.D. and Brian .1 
Whipp. PhD Dr. Wasserman 
is chief of the division of respi­ 
ratory disease at Harbor Gen 
era! Hospital and Dr Whipp is 
a research fellow in the same 
division.

Dr. Wasserman. speaking at 
1:30 p.m. Saturday, will dis­ 
cuss "Blood Cases In the 
Chronic Lung Patient" and Dr. 
Whipp will follow at 2 p.m 
with a discourse on "Control of 
Ventilation."

Myron R Alien, Association 
of Registered Inhalation Ther­ 
apists (ARIT). chalrmaji of 
the symposium's guiding com­ 
mittee, said that the gatherlny 
is not restricted to ARIT mem­ 
bers and that doctors and nurs­ 
es Interested in Inhalation 
Therapy will be welcome.

volving respiratory patients 
and Inhalation Therapy will be 
discussed by doctors and ther­ 
apists in the field throughout 
Southern California.

Most important, according to 
Miller, is the fact that the 115 
kindergarten children partici­ 
pating will demonstrate what 
an innovative program and 
five dedicated adults can do

The adults are kindergarten 
teachers Mrs. Lupe Grajeda 
and William Miller, teacher 
aides Mrs. May Lacy and Mrs 
Phyllis Garcia, and a fifth km- 
dergarten teacher who 
"floats" between the two regu­ 
lar classrooms. She is Mrs. Al­ 
ice McGlothlin.

     
"THIS UNUSUAL arrange 

ment has worked out wonder­ 
fully," says Mrs. McGlothlin. 
"and one of the main reasons 
Is because our aides are so 
wonderful."

Two separate kindergarten 
sessions are held in adjoining 
rooms at Normont, and two 
more in the afternoon. Both 
rooms have one teacher and 
one aide. Mrs. McGlothlin 
moves between the rooms, 
counseling and helping Individ­ 
ual children, working with a 
small group while the regular 
teacher and aide work with the 
rest of the class.

She Is definitely not a super 
visor of the other two teachers. 
Mrs. McGlothlin insists, even 
though she has had a great 
deal of experience as a kinder­ 
garten teacher

MRS. McC.LOTHLIN Is ex
tremely enthusiastic about the 
unique arrangement, and says 
its success is based on the fact 
that "we three teachers re­ 
spect the abilities of our two 
aides, and they in turn are 
wonderful people, dedicated 
w-orkers. and do wonders with 
the children "

She says that "we don't call 
ourselves three teachers and 
two aides, we say 'the five ofus' "

The Circus-Circus on June U 
is not a show for the sake of a 
show, according to Miller and 
Mrs McGlnthlin.

 It is actually a culmination 
of the work the children have 
done for the past ten weeks. 
she says.

     
"WE'VE BEEN getting 

these children ready for first 
grade and our Circus-Circus 
program will demonstrate 
what we've done."

Oral language has been the, 
major skill stressed, followed 
by physical fitness, physical 
education, arts, crafts, 
rhythms and music. All will be 
part of the June 13 program.

"We will have a rhythm 
hand, dancing bears and train­ 
er, singing fun. poetry, dancing 
ponies (a ballet), seals (poem 
and ball skills), pretty dancing 
ladles (a May pole ballet), 
monkeys (stunts and tricks on 
the outdoor apparatus), ele­ 
phants, lions and clowns. A 
marching hand Is featured In 
the finale." Miller says.

     
THE WHOLE program will 

he staged outdoors and pink 
lemonade, provided by the 
teachers, will be served alone
